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EISENHOWER OUTLINES HEALTH PROGRAM 


Benson Warns 
Against Costly 


Price Supports 


Defends Proposed 
New Farm Program 
Before Committee 


WASHINGTON (IP—Secretary of 
Agriculture Ezra T. Benson warn 
e‘d today that city-dwelling A m en 
cans may revolt against the whole 
idea of farm price supports if the 
program gets too costly. 
Benson made the statement he 
lore the Senate Agriculture co m ­ 
mittee in defending the adminis 
tration’s proposed new farm pro 
gram which calls for flexible and 
generally lower price supports on 
basic crops. 
Farm state congressmen gener­ 
ally have been cold to the pro­ 
posal. 
They favor continuation of 
present law requiring rigid high 
supports. 
Benson said the present program 
has piled up huge surpluses in go\ 
em inent warehouses and the gov 
em m en t’s losses “ are likely to be 
substantial and they might be stag 
goring. “ 
To Ask Up To Billion 
“ We have reached the stage in 
our farm price support operations 
where we need to ask ourselves a 
few pointed questions,” he told the 
senators. 
For example: 
“ At what point will the 140 mil 
ion Americans who do not live on 
farm s rise up—as they did in the 
potato fiasco of a few years ago 
—and demand not revision hut out­ 
right elimination of af! direct aid 
to agriculture ”

WASHINGTON HP* — President 
Flisenhower 
recommended

that Congress establish a 25 million 
dollar federal re insurance program 
to help private and non profit in­

W VSHINGTON U U „ The Sn- 
preme Court ruled unanimously to­ 
day that state censorship boards 
may not ban a movie on grounds 
it is “immoral” or tends to pro­ 
mote crime. 
The ruling was in the form of a 
brief order. 
There was no written 
opinion. 
The court merely cited its deci­ 
sion in “The Miracle” case in 1952 
when it held that films may not 
he banned on grounds of sacrilege. 
The basic reasoning of the 1952 
opinion was that films should en­ 
joy Die “free speech” guarantee in

WASHINGTON 
— President 
Eisenhower told Congress today 
that 25 million persons now living 
in America will die of cancer “un­ 
less the present cancer mortality 
rate is lowered.” 
He made the statement in his 
special health message, which call­ 
ed for expanded research on cancer, 
heart diseases, mental illness, ar­ 
thritis and other major diseases 
Mr. Eisenhower cited these sta­ 
tistics: 
Cancer claimed 224,000 lives last 
year. 
Heart diseases take more than 
817.000 lives annually. 
More than seven million Ameri­ 
cans are estimated to suffer from 
arthritis and other rheumatic dis­ 
eases. 
Ten 
million 
living Americans 
“will at some time in their lives 
be hospitalized with mental ill­ 
ness.” 
Twenty-two thousand Americans 
lose their sight each year. 
Diabetes “annually adds 100,000 
to its roll of sufferers.” 
On the brighter side of the pic­ 
ture, Mr. Eisenhower cited these 
figures to show the nation’s rapid 
health progress in the past half 
century: 
The average life span has in­ 
creased from 49 years at the start 
of this century to 68 years today. 
The number of deaths from in­ 
fectious diseases has dropped from 
676 to 66 per 100,000 population in 
the same period. 
In 1916, IO per cent of the babies 
born in America died before their 
first birthday; today less than 3 per 
cent die in the first year. Maternal 
deaths have dropped from 622 to 
83 per 100,000 live births in the 
same period. 


New Italian 
Premier Fanfani 
Names Cabinet 
ROME (IP—New Premier Amin- 
tore Fanfani named a 19-man Cab­ 
in! today and prepared to seek a 
vote of confidence in Parliament 
next week. 
Fanfani, who pledged to give the 
Italian common man a new deal, 
chose a team of 18 Christian Dem­ 
ocrats and one independent tech­ 
nician. 
As foreign minister he named 
Attilio Piccione, 61, a Christian 
Democrat right wing leader who 
can be expected to continue strong 
support of the 
European Army 
Plan, the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization and plans for Euro­ 
pean unification. 
Fanfani’s formation of a Cabinet 
staves off, if it does not end, one 
of Italy’s most dangerous political 
crises. 
His Christian Democratic Party 
can not itself command a majority 
in Parliament. 
He must depend on their support, 
or at worst the abstention, of other 
groups in test votes, 
It is expected that the vote of 
confidence will be held Jan- 26.
